BEAUTIFUL CLOCKS. 


A New Orleans Judge Telia the Time by 


the Blooming of flower*. 


The Judge's house was over in the 


French quarter of New Orleans, unat- 
tractive outside, but as soon as you got 
into the broad hall a cool breeze struck 
yon. laden, without exaggeration, with 
the balm of a thousand flowers. The 
hall led right through the house and 
opened into a regular fairy-land of 
flowers, a garden the like of which I 
had never 'dreamed of. It was sur- 
rounded by a high wall and had plants 
in it from every country under the sun. 
The white haired old gentleman and a 
f 


roup of grandchildren hanging about 
iin took us about, and the first thing 


we stopped at was a large oval plot set 
out with small plants around the edge. 
"This," said the Judge, "is my clock. 
What time is it, Clara?" he asked of 
one of the children. The girl ran 
around the plot and said it was four 
o'clock, and so it was. 
The four 


o'clock was in bloom. "In fact,'' said 
the story teller, "the clock was made 
up of flowers." In the center was a 
pair of hands, of wood, covered with 
some beautiful vine, but they had 
nothing, however, to do with tire time 
telling 


The plan was this: The Judge had 


noticed that at almost every hour m 
the day .some plant bloomed, and work- 
ing on this principle, he bad selected 
plants of different hours and placed 
them in a circle, twenty-four in num- 
ber, 
one for every hour. For example, 


at the top of the earthen clock, at 
twelve o'clock, was planted the portu- 
lacca, and he told me it would bloom 
at 11-50 and rarely mis«. At the hours 
of one, two and three be had different 
varieties of this same plant, all of, 
which bloomed at the hour opposite to 
•which it \\as> planted 
At four o'clock 


ho had our common plant of that name, 
and you all know how you can depend 
on ihat 
At five the garden niotago 


came out, at MX the gernamum tristc 
and at seven tho evening primrose. 
Opposite eight o'clock he had the bona 
nox, and at nine the silent noctiflora— 
all these blooming at 01 near the tune 
given. At ten o'clock, if I remember 
ri "fatly, he had a cactus, at eleven an- 
other "kind, and at twelve the night 
blooming cereus.

don't bloom at all

r acti that bloomed about that time, and 
at three n *<• planted the common ial- 
Mh . and at four the chicory, at five the 
bow thistle and at six the dandelion.

TUBS OF RUBIES. 


The Magnificent Gem Which Was Stolen 


b.i n Burmese Maid of Honor. 


Concerning King Theebaw's rubies, 


a well-mfoimud correspondent writes. 
"It is certainly curious that we have 
heard nothing of tho Mandalay Palace 
geiiH. The value of the objects dis- 
co\ I'rcd there we have been told as not 
great. Yet the capital has been undis- 
turbed by war for over thirty years, if 
we omit the rebellion ot 1866, when 
there was no plundering. During all 
that time the previous stores of the 
Ruby Mines and of the ^Toble Serpen- 
tine has been steadily added to. Many 
is the poor wretch who has been cruci- 
fied for chipping down a gem that, 
from its size, ought to have been 
handed over to the Arbiter of Exist- 
ence 
Gentlemen who, in the time 


of Thebaw'a father, tbe Convener of 
the Fifth Great Synod, were much 
about the palace, have spoken of silver 
bowls the size of washing-tubs filled to 
the lip with uncut rubies; aud at 
least one spoke enthusiastically of the 
occasion on which he was allowed to 
thrust his bare arms nearly up to the 
shoulder in a huge chalice full of 
these gems 
There was in particul ir 


one great stone, called the Nan-zm 
Buddamya, which, by its magnificence, 
was supposed to typify the dynasty. It 
was unmounted, and, therefore, can not 
be the gem in his ring concerning 
which the dethroned King was so 
plaintive, and it was guarded with the 
most sedulous care. Nevertheless, m 
1880 a maid of honor managed to pur- 
loin it, and actually succeeded in get- 
ting it out of the palace concealed 011 
her person in a very extraordinary 
way. She was, 
however, captured 


before she got rid of the stone. It was 
restored to its place and more jealously 
f 


uarded than ever; and the hapless 
amsel was put to death with the fiend- 


ish ingenuities in which Soo-payah-lat, 
the Queen, was a past-master. 
One 


of the newspaper dispatches tells us 
(continues the same correspondent) 
that the palace had been very much 
looted by the royal body-guard. No 
doubt these gentry made for the store 
of rubies first of all. There was not 
much else that was really valuable, 
except the royal utensils, the gold spit- 
toon and betel-box, the model of the 
Hentha, the carrying-bird of Vishnu, 
the jeweled cups and trays and what- 
not, besides the hundreds of silver 
bowls kept for domestic uses and for 
presents to visitors.—St. James'' Ga- 
zette. 


—Snow varies greatly in weight, ac- 


cording to the condition of the atmos- 
phere. When very dry and "feathery," 
scarcely anything is lighter than a 
handful of snow. On an average it is 
found that a cubic yard weighs about 
one hundred and eighty-seven pounds, 
or about one-twelfth of the weight of 
an equal bulk of water. Ice is lighter 
than water, but in nothing like the 
same proportion; and a certain quan- 
tity of snow would, on the average, 
weigh only about one-eleventh of the 
same volume of ice 
The reason of 


course lies in the greater compactness 
of the ice.—Boston Budget.

It is admitted that the Senate, tnat 
Congress and the Administration at 
times appear to act as if they con- 
sidered the country to be their pri 
vate property, and this may have in 
spired Senator Edmonds' awkward 
comparison. The fact is, however, 
that the people own this country 
and the Government, and Senators 
and other public officers are merely 
their paid servants hired to carry on 
their business. This being the case, 
the peopla have a right to know at 
all times how their affairs are being 
managed. Secret sessions and state 
aeorets have no rightful place under 
a republican form of governm«mt.

Tuts trouble 
iSMDSdallr noticeable among the pupils of 
tke high sobool. The young people are Just 
at an age when social amusements are mist 
attractive, and oftentimes they are allowed to 
Indulge too frequently by .parent* with results 
at onoe observable In tbe tohool work. Tbe 
taMUf or concert, the social gathering or 
something else take* up their time until two 
or thn* evening* of the we«k are given up, 
and piwlcus time, which tbould have been 
u*vot*d to their proper woik, has been lost, 
to say nothing of broken hygienic law*. Tbe 
studies are broken Into, the pupil* come to 
tbelr classM with Indifferently prepared work, 
the Interest In recitations IB destroyed, and a 
sad state of affairs eziits. Tbe teacher recog- 
nises the enormity of the evil. He see* clearly 
tan baneful results, but be can do absolutely 
nothing. It reits wholly with tbe parents, and 
upon them be the responsibility. We have 
said that the evil Is greatest among our high 
tokool pupils. Al their age leading firings of 
any kind are especially obnoxious. At the 
Hue time there Is no period In their lives 
when they need to be curbed and governed 
man thoroughly and more judiciously than 
at this particular age. Fathers! Hare you 
boy* in the high school? Suppose you see 
wbne.tber are nights; suppose you quietly 
observe tbe amount of study they put upon 
their work at home. Mothers, B»e if your 
girls an not thinking more about gowns, 
nsanz end parties than about their school 
work. We warrant that the result will open 
jwor eye*. We wish that parants would insist 
tb'lt society and amusen ent have no claim 
upon their young people until school life 1* 
completed. Let us repeat that the effect of 
this Interference with the studies Is bad every 
war, and we have ample occasion to know 
whsnof we write. If the boy* are permitted 
to hang over a billiard table or go to the thea- 
Ur whsn they should be getting up their Vir- 
gil or Euclid, and the girls are dancing until 
long past the hour when they should be In 
bad, what sort of work can the teacher get? 
What can be expect? strive as he may, his re- 
sults will be dry and empty busks. The sohool 
lit* Is a sufficient drain upon the vitality of 
pupils without U» assistance of late hours 
and amusements. They need all their strength 
tor their work, and wise parents will tee that 
tb»y g*t it. On behalf of both teachers and 
paplis we protest against turning the mind* 
of boys and girls into channels foreign to 
school work. Let them understand that the

and bankers and other representatives or re 
spectabllltv- They make more sacrifices and 
do more unselfish worn for other1? than busi 
ness men ever think of dojnir They cultivate 
a certain chivalrio sense of honoi 
Even 
some who are naturally corrupt will refuse 
the most tempting bribes when the Integrlty 
of their party Is Involved. 
I have seen 
enough ol political life to satisfy me that UB 
influence Is elevating and not degrading. I 
would rather be tried by a jury of my politl 
cal opponents who were acknowledged poll 
tlolans, than by a jury of respectable busi 
ness men who said that tbev took no p ar 
ticular interest In politics, but uaunlly voted 
the Eepublican ticket. From them I should 
eipect gross injustice and prejudice ten 
times as intense as my avowed political op 
ponents would display. The man who serves 
a cause, If it is not a positively bad cause, is 
ennobled by the service. He learns to look 
atmen, as well us doctrines from a higher 
standpoint than a mere personal selfishness 
Hince I repeat that Hike politicians as well 
as politics, but do not like office.

Statement of Miflu Aldridge, the Innocent 


Victim of Spite Work.

In a few minutes 
the noise there ceased, but there seemed 
to be a disturbance at the barn; and, 
thinking that the cow had got into the 
corn crib, I summed up courage enough 
to venture outride the door to set matters 
right. I had but stepped outside, when 
a man came np behind me, quickly threw 
a shawl over my head, and then threw 
me upon the ground. I shrieked aloud 
for help, when he filled my mouth with 
mud. Not being able to stifle my cries 
by that means, be thtn thrust a pom-cob 
down my throat, binding it to its place 
with the veil I had on my head. While 
this was going on he frequently spoke to 
me in insulting language, but he spoke 
in a whisper, so that I could not possibly 
recognize his voice. I did not see his 
face, but I can remember that he was a 
large man. He then tied the strips of 
apron about my neck.and hung me to the 
cherry tree.

I ihave a recollection of some 
one coming and cutting me down. I 
could not speak. It all seemsrlike a hor- 
rible dream to me now; thank God, the 
worst of it is all over, and the villain 
failed in his purpose."

The villain left a letter in the house in 
which he gloried over the deed and in- 
formed the Doctor that he bad got even 
with him at last.

meetings to devise ways of capturing the 
fellow. No clue has been found.

Description of Three Classes us They ExUt 


ID London. 


Pawnbrokers' shops may be divided 


into three classes 
First romes the 


highest class of all, whose trade lies 
chiefly in valuable plato and jewelry. 
They have no regular weekly trade m 
the ordinary sen»e of the word; their 
customers are generally people in good 
positions, and now and then find them- 
selves short of ready money. This 
being the case, their trade is very ir- 
regular; on some days they «ill lend 
large sums of money, on others little 
or nothing. 
Such shops require a very 


large capital, and are only to be met 
with in big cities, such as London, 
Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds and Glas- 
o-ow. They will take valuable cloth- 
fug, in the way of furs and such things, 
readily enough, but ordinary clothes 
they do SSt care for, while common 
workmen's tools and articles of that 
sort are of no use at all to them. 


In the second class of shops are those 


which, while they are able to take arti- 
cles worth large amounts, are not 
above taking small pledges. There 
are plenty of such shops in large cities 
while in smaller towns they rank as 
first class shops. They have a regular 
weekly trade from people living near, 
but as they are generally in the busi- 
ness centers of towns, where there are 
not many dwelling houses, this is not 
often large. 


The third class of pawnbrokers in- 


cludes those who make the bulk of 
their profits from a large and regular 
weekly trade. Often they are licensed 
to take plate, but they may have only 
a simple pawnbroker's license if the 
proprietor thinks the custom 
from 


plate would not be large enough to 
warrant the 
expense of a special 


license. 
You will find such shops in 


the thickly populated neighborhood, 
but those of this class that do the best 
are, as a rule, toward the outskirts. 
There are fewer shops and warehouses 
there than in the center, and the streets 
are given up to rows of cottages, 
which shelter the customers who bring 
grist to the pawnbroking mill. Of 
course, occasional customers are just 
as acceptable in these as in either of 
the other two kinds of pawnshops. 
What I wish the reader to understand 
is that the latter class chiefly depend 
for their custom upon pepple living in 
the neighborhood, who visit them reg- 
ularly week after week.—All the Tear 
Hound.
